The Varintions In the Poluting of
the Compmas,

We commonly say that the pole of
the needie points toward the nortl,
The poets tell us Low the needle is troe
to the pole. Every reader, however, Is
now familiar with the general fact of
a variation of the compass.  On our
eastern seabeard and all the way across
the Atlantie the north pointing of the
compass varies so far to the west that
a ship going to Europe and making no
allowunce for this deviation would find
herself making more nearly for the
North cape than for her destination.
The *“declination,” as It [s termed In
sclentifie Janguage, varles from one re-
glon of the earth to another, In some
places it is toward the west, In others
toward the east.

The pointing of the needle fn varlous
reglons of the world Is shown by means
of magnetic maps, Such maps are pub-
lished by the United States coast sur-
vey, whose experts manke a careful
study of the magnetic force all over the
country, It is found that there is a
Hne running nearly north aund south
through the middle states along which
there i no varlation of the compass,
To the east of it the variation Is west,
to the west of it east. The most rapid
changes In the pointing’ of the needle
are foward the nortbenst and north-
west reglons. When we travel to the
northenstern boundary of Malne, the
westerly variation bas risen to 20 de-
grees, Toward the northwest the east-
erly variation continually incresses un-
til in the northern part of the state of
Washington It amounts to 23 degrees,—

To Make Chocolate,

The porcelain
or earthenwnre vessel in which it e
cooked is then closely covered and lefi
to stand on sowe warm but mot hot
part of the range for deveral hours
Just before it Is to be derved bolling
milk is added and the mixture brought
to n quick boil. By this process the
chocolate s thoroughly blended, and
that simooth, rich flavor from which all
raw inste is taken Is produced.—Har
